ANNLXUKL j TO PUBLIC NOI1CE NO. I-PR NP/79 
Dated 18th May, 1979 

1, entitlement 

1.1. Newsprint entitlement of an individual newspaper/ 
petiodicul will be based on its consumption of newsprint or 
white printing paper or both in 1978-79 increased by 5 per 
cent 

1.2 While the entitlement as woiked out above will be 
the base quota, it will be open to newspapers/periodicals to 
apply for extra allotment depending on actual consump¬ 
tion twice. Applications should he accompanied by a Chart¬ 
ered Accountant’s certificate of actual consumption in the 
in escribed liom i.c. Anncxtirc II to this policy. Extra allot¬ 
ments will be made subject to availability of newsprint. No 
application foi intial entitlement will be entertained aftci 
August 31, 1979 and foi upward revision after October 
31, 1979 

1.3 In the case of newspapen>|periodicals the circulation 
of which has been assessed lower than the claimed circulation 
Ioi the calender years 1977 or 1978, the entitlement for 
1979-80 of such periodicals/newspapers will be calculated on 
the basis of assessed circulation and claimed number of 
pages, page aiea and number of publishing days. These news¬ 
papers /periodicals will not be eligible for benefit under patas 
1.1 and 1.2 until their circulation is refused. - 

1.4. No quota will be admissible to a newspaper/periodi¬ 
cal which is unable, at any time when called upon to do so, 
to establish any circulation at all. Any newsprint released 
will also have to Ire returned. 

1.5. The entitlement of newspapers/periodicals for htand- 
atd newsprint as also Nepa newsprint will be worked oat 
on the basis of 53 grammes substance plus or minus 5 per 
cent, The entitlement of newspapers /periodical, if allotted in 
Ncpa newsprint, will increased by 15 per cent. 

2. Allocation 

2.1. Allotment in all categories-—standard, roto and glaz¬ 
ed—will be made in reels only. An additional quantity of 
10 per cent fot conversion of reels into sheets will be al 
lowed to newspapers which have to cut reels into sheet'. 
I his benefit will be available only lo those newspapers 
which give proof that printing is carried out only in sheets. 

2.2. Periodicals which have been in ’existence for more 
Lhan three months, wifi be allowed to claim their full en¬ 
titlement or a portion of it in glazed or rologravute news¬ 
print subject to availability. 

2.3. The basis of allocation of indigenous and imDOrted 
newsprint will be as follows : 

(i) Newspapers with an entitlement of up to 400 Ml 
will have the option to lift any proportion of theii 
requirement from Nepa or imported—both from 
high sea sales as well as buffer. 

trr) fa) Newspapers having an entitlement of over 
400 MI will have to lift 15 per cent of their 
entitlement Horn Nepa and 13 per cenl from the 
buffet srovl oi STf compulsorily. 

(b) If shipment is not effected within 120 days or re¬ 
ceipt of L/C's by STC, efforts will be made to 


alio! proportionate tonnage from incoming buffer 
stock shipments on high sea sales basis which will 
be later replenished. This will, however, be sub¬ 
ject to the availability of suitable tonnage on high 
.seas. 

The actual allocations will be subject to availability of 
newsprint and in case of shortfalls, appropriate cuts will 
be mude. The Registrar of Newspapers may also vary the 
proportion of Nepa and imported newsprint in the light of 
availability/stocks from time to time. Newspapers|periodicals 
will have to take Nepa newsprint in sizes that aic made 
available. 

.2.4 New newspapers/periodicals may be issued newsprint 
according to lequirements indicaled by them. But the maxi- 
hmm initial quota that can thus be issued will cover four 
months' requiretnenls calculated on the basis of circulation 
of 10,000 copies of 8 standard pages for dailies and 10,000 
copies of 16 standard pages for periodicals. The newspaper/ 
periodical can come up for allotment of moie newsprint 
after submitting performance particulars foi the consumption 
of newsprint for the first three months. It may come up 
even earlier for further allocation of newsprint with perfor¬ 
mance particulars if it consumes the initial quota belore the 
expiry of the three months period. 

Existing newspapers which did not apply for newsprint 
oi were not allocated any newsprint quota in 1978-79 will be 
deemed to be new newspapers and will be treated as such. 

3. Wastage 

3.1. Foi wastage in transit and/or machine room, com¬ 
pensation for imported newsprint will be allowed at 8 per 
eenr ro newspapers published from port towns where SIC 
has godowns ; at 9 per cent to newspapers published Horn 
Slates where these port towns are located and at 10 per 
cent to newspapers published from other States. In the ease 
of Nepa newsprint, a uniform 9 per cent compensation will 
lie allowed. In the case of periodicals using multi-coloured 
printing westage compensation will lie 2 per cent over the 
normal wastage allowed to them foi that printing. 

4, Miscellaneous 

4.1. The work relating to distribution of imported news¬ 
print will be handled entirely by the State Trading Cor¬ 
poration. The Registrar of Newspapers for India will give 
complete entitlements duly worked out of all the newspapers 
applications to STC which in turn will give imported news¬ 
print eithei from high sea sales or from buffer, in accor¬ 
dance with allocation determined us per para 2.3. 

4.2. Newspapers which do not comply with the provisions 
of the Newsprint Allocation Policy or Newsprint Control 
Order or both will not be allowed newsprint quoin until 
they comply with the provisions. Newsprint dealers will 
not be allowed to act as authorised agents for delivery op 
high sea sales if they do not comply with the provisions of 
ihc Newsprint Control Order. 

4.3. Those newspapers which do not lilt their allotments 
fiom high sea sa)es_ or buffer stocks or from indigenous 
sources within a period of three months tff the receipt or 
the allocation order, will be liable lo lose further authorisation 
cither on imported newsprint or On Nepu. stock. 

4.4. Newsnapers/periodicals which arc given allotment on 
high sea sales basis, will be allowed lo take delivery also 
through the Slates Small Industries Development Corporations 
or through their authorised agents. Delivery on high sea 
sales basis will be subject to the minimum quantity booked 
by the foreign supplier. Small newspapers who do not ful¬ 
fil this condition of high sen sale allocations because their en¬ 
titlement isT too small to be covered by (hat arrangements, 
can club their entitlement with other small newspapers and 
act the newsprint from high sea 'ales through cthei the 
State Small Industries Development Corporation (or any 
other such corporation functioning in the State) or tbiougf) 
their authorised agents acting on their behalf.
